Clement, tor some beroie service to his brother, involving great sacrifice, is 
driven hom home twelve years b. fore the ray epens, and goes ont to Cape Town to seek his fortune. There he assumes the nameot 
Cherles Hartley. Harry, Ius brother, A heartless and brutal nan, remains in England, and after bis father refuses to longer meet 
bis reckless demands for movey, Marries an unfortunate woman una squandaers her ill- got mou with his aceustome.! recklessness. 
This woman’s nameis Mabel Owen, whose father and young brother Ned are al-o inthe din mond fields. Harry fluntiugford, how- 
ever, is promised in marriage to Mary Biytne—who, ignorant of his MESALLIANCE, goes out to Cape Town as governess,under promise 
10 mary him on her return to England. . 

Act first is one of the most eiaborate and life-like stage illusions I have ever known. In the first glimpse of it one quite loses 
sight of the fact that the scene is really on the stage of a theater. Iu the foreground is the wharf at Cape Town, with a ‘‘life-s1ze’’ 
stexmer moored along side; actuul steam hissing and Spurting out of her pipes; bales on bales of merchandise being hustled on board 
by stirring ronstabonts; warehopses on either side. and all the familiar and natural sounds incident to sauing day. 

The steamer LILY OF THE VALLEY is about to start for Eugianud. Mo Jewell, alias Isadere Montmorency, and the steamboat com- 
pany’s agent, Blackstone, have shipped a quantity of false dlumonds ou the LILY OF THE VALLBY, heavily insured; and the same 
interesting pair of plotters have contrive’ secretly to pluce on board the steamer an infernal machine, automatically et to ex- 
led and sink tre versei in mid-ocean. Martin Beshford, who has been Clement Huntingford's minin partner, and whose sha e of the 
part: ership diamonds he has stolen, learus of the plot to blow up the steamer, but supposes it to have nthe one that sailed the week 
before. He deuſhuds ot Jewell and Biackston® £250 hush money, and himeelf takes passage for England on the doomed steamer. Tae 
money is paid him in forg¢ ec Bank of England notes. As his feet touch the ganz plank, Clement Huntingford (who, you will remember, 
is here known as Charles Hartley) recognizes him, charges him with having robbed him, and demande restitation, being penniléss and 

et anxiousgo get back to England, having received a letter annouucing his father's death and the reversion of tne tamily estates to 
nimeelf. Mary Biythe, whom he has learned to Jove with all the «trength of his chivalrous soul, is to be a passenger on the same 
stesmer. fle compels bashford to give him 450 of the worthless notes, though only Jewell knows them to be forzed, and with £30 he 
purchases Mo Jeweil’s parsage tickets and heaps aboard at the instant when the paddle-wheels begin to turn. The act ends with the 
Jealistic and exciting departure of the vessel amid strains c{ music, waving of handkercniets, the babel ot steam whistles and the cus- 
tomary rush ot such moment. a 

Act two is not less realistic. The busy mart is changed to the calm, open sea, with the moonlight making lovely a long, luminous 
track of water, and the sten:ner—her decks filed with happy and expectant passengers—being the only animated thing in sight. This 
scene is deliciously suggestive of that enviabie swect-to do nothing which always entrances the voyager on smmuer seas. Clement 
und Mary, during a moonlit promenade on the main deck, are made aware that each is beloved by the other, and then it is Clement 
leains of Mary's engagement to his brotber — t * Bashford, being a steerage passenger, has not until now discovered that Mo Jewell 
is not on board, becomes frantic with fear thut the dreaded explosive is on THIS buat, and wildly begs the Captain to set him adrift on 
the open sea in one of the small boats. 

Iu the very midst of his agonizin 

The nobie vessel careens; flerce flames leap up on every hand; groans, shrieks and all manner of distressful cries rend the air; and 
the blazing and fast — ae steamer rocks und crouches helpiess on the sea. 

Act third is a triumph of stage illusion. We see a frail cratt with a jury mast, and a ragged and blackened bit of sall, tossing and 
neaving on the desolate aud angry sea—no other thing in sight, if we except the red sun just dipping below the far horizon and pte 
ulmost as pitiless as the cruel sea itself. Clinging to the rait are four human beinge—Clement Huntingford, Martin Bashford, the ol 
diamond seeker Owen and the boy Ned. 

There is as. dden soriek ttom thelad ‘‘Asbip! a ship! Oh, My Gop! will they pass us by and leave us to die here at last!“ 

Spiinging to the mast, bis feebleness all fled before the ute giving hope ot rescue, he seizes a rag, fastens it to the staff and waves it 


in sight ot the ship. — 

Clement tries to shout SHIP AHOy! N . . 

‘*She sees us! she sees us! Thank God for His merey in our time ot utmost need!’’ And PuFF! goes the reassuring signal from the 
stateiy ship. She tacks—she is changing her course—nearer sbe comes—NBA RER—down go the white sails, aad DEATH Tuns BACK. 

The succeeding act is in Clement's room at the hotel. Discovered are Clement (now SirQOlement?, Ned and his unhappy sister, 
Mabel, between whom the first named is about to divide the diamonds left to him by their father. The box in which they are kept is on 
u table in the room. Sir Clement quits the hotel to see his caller bestuwed in a cab, and in his absence Basbford steaithliy eaters, dis- 
covers the box and determives to steal it with its precious contents. He interrupted bythe return of Sir Clement, who first 
thinks to hand him over to the police, but who listens tothe feliow’s appeal for mercy, because they had been ‘‘pards’’ in the dia- 
mond fields, relents and bids him go. This is a merey iil-requitted. The ingrate pretendsto leave the room, Dut instead sneaks up 
behind his benefactor with a handkerchief saturated with chloroform, ana soon has him helpless and unconscious. This accomplisb- 
ed, he snatches the diamonds and is out to disappear whena knock at the door is heard. He extinguisues the light and moves 
toward the door. The knocker stepe within. It fs Harry Huntingtord come to murder his brother! His bludgeon falls neavily on the 
head of Bashford, who drops dead under the blow. 

I might follow Sir Clement through his adventures in the mad-house, where, through a forged doctor’s certificate his unnatural 
brother bas had him placed, but a hurried glauce at them will serve to acquaint you with that whicn is ef most taterest at this stage of 
the play. The establishment is calied the River Retreat. and so far as stage art ie concerned. it is one of the most noteworthy of the mary 
wonderful triumph with which this production is enriched. The imprisoned Sir Ciement, acting ou cool jadgment, resolves to not be 
betrayed into aud thing like an exbib#tion of passion or excitement. The keepers, wno have also felt the quality of Mo Jewell’s money 
capture the boy Ned, boring him into the asylum and abuse him in Sir Clement's presence, hoping to provoke the latter to a display o 
violence. The ruse succeeds, and while Sir Utement's anger is at white heut, enter the Commissioner in Lunacy, who pronounces him 
a daugerous patient, and recomments bis cupfinement in a strait-jacket and the padded room. Desperate, there is but one course, 
His impulse takes action instantly. Knocking the keepers right and left, he springs through the unbarred gate and disappears. Tais 
is the work of perhaps ten seconds, out there is no more thrilling incident in the play, and if [remember aright, the most of us who 
were in attendance on that performance took a hint from history and ‘‘rose at’’ the heroic fellow who played Sir Clement. I can 
not better prove the sincerity of my conviction that I had somehow got into a REAL mad house, an unwilling spectator of a noble 
hero’s wrongs, than by recording the fact thut I cheered with the others when we saw him safe on the right side of that mad-house 
gute. * 
Just then the whole stage, as it seemed to ma, began to move, and before Ieould quite determine what had come over my vision, 
the mad bouse was gone. he curtain bad not been lowered, and yet there was my udventurous hero out on the Thames, paddling 
like the giant he was for dear life.

John S. Clarke will appear here Monday 
evening, after an absence of many years. 
Clarke is a sterling comedian, ranking with 
Jefferson and others of the first class,and has 
delighted thousands with the humor of ex- 
pression and grace of delineation that mark 
all his efforts. His repertoire, which is large, 
shows the extent of his versatility. Both in 
this country and in England he long ago es- 
tablished his fame on the comedy stage, and 
there are many here wbo will remember him 
and be glad to welcome bim back to the city. 
On Monday, Tuesday and Siturday afternoon 
he will play Major Wellington De Boots 
in “The Widow Hunt;“ on Wednesday and 
Thursday he will appear as Dr. Pangioss in 
„The Heir-at-Law” and Timothy Toodles. 
Ono Friday and Saturday the bill will be“ Tne 
Elopement“ and “Paul Pry.’’ Taere will be 
no matinee on Wednesday. Au eminent 
English criticsaysof him: It has always 
seenredto usthat in forming his persona- 
tions he unfolded from the germ of the dra- 
matist’s idea a visible shape, clothed in the 
external attributes of some person who may 
have crossed his path, and whose image is re- 
culled by some analogy of nature: we are con- 
firmed in this notion by knowing that in cre- 
ating such a real and original person as De 
Boots, he did so by mimiv&ing a real person, 
whose manner accorded with the characteris- | 
tics of the dramatist’s sketcb; and some ot the 
best bits in Toodles we know him to have 
taken from live subjects. His by-play in both 
these characters surpasses that of any come-. 
dian we bave ever seen. He tiils up the pauses 
of the dialogue by a number of trivial and 
unimportant actions performed with 80 
much ease and address{ that tuey seem habit- 
ual and unconscious!y done, always tending 
to preserve the illusion of the scene, or de- 
velop minor traits of character, and never ap- 
peaiing forced. Clarke rivets attention by 
what he does; be does not invite notice to 
what be is about; there is no note of prepar- 
ation sounded; no intimation given to watch 
his movements, nor are they exaggerated for 
effect ata distance. He has the advantage, 
too, that his face is a living portrait of the 
character he assumes, as also his tigure. His 
hack speaks; he acts with it. The mouth is 
Protean in its shape and expression; the 
nostiil strongly defined; and the eyes 
lustrous with comic sensivility. Art, acquir- 
ed skill, acute perception, and attentive 
study constitute, by themselves, but the per- 
fection of artifice, when they want that vivi- 
fying power of sympathy with the conditions 
of different natures and various passions, 
which enable the man to transfer himself in 
spirit and act in an imagined state of being— 
to live fora time another existence. This 
power which Clarke possesses, and which en- 
ables the actgi, like the poet, ‘to suatch a 
grace beyond the reach of uart,’ is mature’s 
Ei; iu a word. itis genius. And itis this 
which gives to him such variety. Tos2e E1- 
win Booth play Brutus and Petruchio 
on the same evening was  deamed 
a little wonder. What other Eig- 
lish speaking actors of genius or arc can 
cover such a range of character as Dr. Pan- 
gloss, Ollapod, De Boats, Toodles, Bob Tyke 
and Bob Acres!“

PITTSBURG, December 10.—Just on the heels 
of the catastrophe at the Keystone Mill last 
night by which one man was killed and 
a number wounded, comes another 
which is appalling in the extreme, and only 
equaled by the Twenty-eighth street disaster. 
About fifteen minutes to 4 o’clock this morning 
the boarding shanty occupied by the 
laborers on the Lake Erie Railroad, 


at Rock Cut, about seven miles below 
the city was burned to the ground. About ten 
men perished in the flames. The shanty was 
kept by a man named McOune, 
who was in the employ of Mar- 
tin Joyce, the contractor, as were 
the baiauce of the occupants of the building. 
‘he stiucture was a rough affair put up in a 
hurry more to meet temporary wants. The sec- 
ond story was used for sleeping purposes with 
two tiers of bunks. Ruconingfalong either side 
of the room from the kitchen was a rough 
stairway leading up through a hatch into the 
room. The lower story onthe ground floor 

WAS OCCUPIED BY THE WOMEN, 
of which there were three in the party. At 
the hour above mentioned Mrs. McCune 
arose for the purpose of getting breakfast for 
the men, and by some means a kerosene ame 
was Overturned and the inflammable liqul 
ran all over the kitchen. It iguited, and in a 
space of two seconds the whole structure was 
ablaze and the flames lieked up the rough pine as 
if it weretinder. Mrs. McCune rushed out of 
the building and yelled asloud as she could 
to the inmates, which she succeeded in doing, 
hut, alas, tco late for a number of the unfortu- 
nate men to get out alive. 

THE SCENE 

that transpired in their efforts to get out beg- 
gars description. The smoke that filled the 
building was a serious obstacle, no doubt, 
many ofthe sleeping men being smothered 
and therefore past help or a hemselves. 
At each end of the room was a window, and a 
number of those who escaped did so by jump- 
ing fromthe windows to the ground. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

PITTSBURG, PENNSYLVANIA, December 10. 
—News of a terrible and shocking 
holocaust which occurred ut Cut Rock, seven 
miles fiom this city, this morning about 3 
o clock, by which sixteen men were burned to 
death and a large number fatally burned, has 
been received here. The fire occurred in a 
boarding -bouse in which nearly fifty workmen 
emy loyed at Davis Island, Dam were boardiag. 

A HORRIBLE HOLOCAUST. 

Pirys nuR, December 10.—Horrors in Pitts- 
burg follow close upon the heels of each other. 
Last evening a terrible explosion occurred at 
the Keystone Rolling Milis,in the Fourteenth 
Ward, but this morning comes another which 
exceeds in horror anything which has occurred 
in this vicinity since the terrible destruction 
of life caused by the collision at Twenty -eighth 
street. Between 2 and 3 o’cleck this 


— a frame boarding house located 
on the line of the Pittsburg and Lake Erie Rall- 
road, some seven miles below the city, was set 
on tire by the explosion of a lamp, and of forty 
persons known to be sleeping only twenty-four 
4 — alive, and even they were all more or 
less burned, and not one of them succeeded in 
securing their clothes ,so rapid was the progress 
of the fames. The others were 
LITERALLY ROASTED TO DEATH 
without the possibility of an effort being made 
to rescue them. The building in which the fire 
occurred, as stated above, wasjlocated about 
sever miles fromthe city, at a place called 
Cut Rock and was ownrd by Martin Joyce, 
contractor, but was under the management of 
a Mr. Kowm as boarding-house-keeper. It 
was about 30 feet wide and 50 feet in length 
and constructed of 16-foot boards placed on 
end. It had a board roof with a very steep 
pitch, and a loft formed by a sloping roof was 
the place in which the ‘ 
LABORERS WERE HUDDLED. 
for the night. In the lower story was a dining- 
room, and at one end of the building was a 
kitchen. The stairs leadiag to the loft were 
little better than a ladder and were located 
just at the side of the door leading from the 
dining-room to the kitchen. In the loft 
THE BUNKS 
were arranged, but the only light which pene- 
trated was through two ope without glass 
but which were closed at night with sliding 
doors 60 as to keep out the chill night air. 
Into this dark loft sowe forty-t men were 
supposed to have slept last night; atleast there 
wus that number at supper last evening, and 
none were reported away. The origin of the 
flames which wrought such terrible destruc- 
tion tohuman life, and which caused such 
age ny to those who escaped from 
THE DEATH-TRAP, 
was the ==upsetting and explosion of 
a kerosene lamp. The story as told 
by an eye-witness of the fire- was sub- 
stantially as follows: Between? snd 3 o’clock 
this morning, Mr. Kown the boarding-house 
heeper rose and kindled a fire in the Tuchen

The build- 
ing was filled:with reapersand machiuery, on 
which there was an insurance of $100,000.

The Vienna Fire. | 

London, December 10.—Additional details o 
the Vienna fire state on the arrival of the fire 
brigade it wasfound impossible to penetrate 
beyond the first tier inj the theater, the rush 
of suffocating air and smoke extinguishing 
the lamps and torches. The firemen 


retired under a momentary impression, 


because their shouts were not answered, that 
there were no wore people in the theater. 
Those who esca on the first alarm, howev- 
er, soon undeceived them. Another effort was 
then made to penetrate parts of the theater 
not actually blazing. In the narrow 
passage between the second and third galler- 
ies a mass of corpses was discovered; 
o closely interlocked it was hardly 
possible to part them. The first 
man discovered was ot out alive, 
but all the rest were dead. hese were per 
sons who had lost their way in consequence of 
the turning off of the gas, which it is now as- 
certained was done by some irresponsible 
person with a view to prevent 
an explosion. Some men were found with 
their hands grasping each other’s throat. 
Subsequent investigations showed in some 
cases persons, finding escape hopeless, 
COMMITTED SUICIDE. 

It is stated by survivors that women threw 
their children from the r to the pit. 
At the time of the outbreak of flames the gal- 
le especially allotted to ladies was 
full. mong the missing are the young 
Count Sigismund Festeties and several other 
students from the military college. About 10 
o’clock the gasometer exploded, the 
roof fell ana the whole place was reduced to a 
wreck. . 


Money Order Convention, 
WASHINGTON, December 10.—The President 
yesterday evening signed the convention for 
money order exchange between Victoria and 
the United States. The day before jhe signed 
the conventions for exchange between 
New South Wales and New Zealand. 


These go into effect the first of next January 
and will greatly facilitate business between the 
United States gnd the antipodes. The British 
Australasian colonies have been working for 
years to get these money orders, as they would 
rather buy especially man- 
utactured goods notions, from 
the United States than London, At present 
those coionies have to send bills of exchange 
on London for all purchases in the United 
States, but under these money exchanges 
they can remit the exact amouut in bills 
in substantially U.8 currency. Superinten- 
dent McDonald, of the money order system, 
says this step has accompjished more for the 
extention of commerce than anythioe the 
Post-office Department has done for years.

Interview With Mr. J. H. Barnes of the 
World Combination. 


Mr. J. H. Barnes, the Sir Clement Hunt- 
ineford of the Worid Combination, is a well 
known English actor who has supported Ir- 
ving in many of his principal roles aud is 
weil acquainted with the leading English 
theatrical people. A Posr-DiIsrarom re- 
Porter had an Interesting chat with him this 
morning, in which, with becoming modesty, 
he stated that it was not proper for a young 
man like himselfto criticise the leading ex- 


ponents of the drama,and yet he talked 
of many matters that might be of interest to 
the reading public. 

Mr. Barnes himself is a legitimate actor of 
the strictest school, and hé frankly admits that 
his present appearance in melodrama is the 
result of two circumstances, a desire fora 
respite fromthe strain of the Shakspearian 
plays, and a wisb to accumulate a few of the 
cucats which foreign artists usually manage 
to carry away from America. Knowing that 
he had been associated with Irving, the re- 
porter questioned him about the Euglish star, 
and found him an ardent admirer. 

consider Henry Irving,” said Mr. Barnes, 
“the mest conscientious student of 
ihe theory of acting now Htving. He 
bas been a worker siace boyhood.. 
You know that he received his first theatri- 
eal training at the Theatre Royal, at Edin- 
burgh, under Mr. and Mrs. Wyadbam. I well 
remember to have seenin Mrs. Wyndham’s 
book av entry made twenty years ago, read- 
lag, There is no such word as fail,’ aud under 
it Henry Irving.“ This was When he was a 
ycucg man, doing comedy parts, when he 
Was »coffed and jeered at and told to go home, 
when hedid tbe most insignificant parts. 
But he was gritty. Ile had the determination 
to succeed and he has done it.

“Does Irving superintend his own rehear- 
sais’’’ 

He does, and he differs from the bluster- 
ers wherein Lhuave seen. He is always quiet 
and gentlemanly. Heis sometimes sarcastic, 
but be never abuses. Ihave often been amused 
to see him, after waiting for a stage had to 
make some arrangement, take out his watch 
and say in a tired s ort of a way, ‘Well, these 
carpenters, poor men, must have their beer, 
i suppose, but I wish they would manage to 
take it in their time, notin mine.

He often takesfthe chair, 
avd as a host he is the most delightful enter- 
tainer, He will bea great success when he 
comes to America, for nobody can sit before 
Irving without noticing the immense amount 
of labor be bas put into everything he does.

„What do you think of Ellen Terry?“ 

“She is a delicious actress when properly 
cast. Of course, like Irving, she is the rep- 
resentation of the zstheticsonool. She has a 
<lainty face and a dainty figure, and when she 
bas as dainty a part she is superb. 
Her Opbelia was reat, as was 
ber Beatrice, and I think she would 
make a splendid Rosalind. When rightly 
ditted, she is incomparable.’’ 

**‘Whom do you censider the best of your 
English sctresses ?”’ 

“Ob, Mrs. Kendall, by all odds. She is 
a perfect and finished actress in all the 
schools. She isa great comedienne. As an 
emotional actrees, she is not surpassed by 
Wernbardt, Clara Morris, or anybody else. 
She could play Lady Masbeth and, asf said, 
she can do anything and is perfect in any- 
thing that she does. Sheis simply a wonder. 
Sbe is not bad epough, or she would be more 
fumous, Sbe bas no dissolute peers or 
spurious cbiJdren hanging about her.

Cologne Violently Shaken. 
Berlin Dispatch to the London Times. 


It is reported that on Friday night about 
11:17 o’clock a pretty violent earthquake 
sbock was felt at Cologne and in other Khine 
regions. It began with a quivering motion, 
passed in undulating form from west to east 
—though accounts vary as to tbe direction— 
and then died away as it bad commenced. 
The sky was clear at the time. One account 
describes it as a violent shock in a perpendic- 
ular direction, lasting two seconds, and then 
followed by gentle heavings lasting several 
hours. During the main shock a dull, roll- 
ing sound could be heard, with the rattling 
of doors, furniture and crockery. Some ob- 
servers profess to have felt a second shock 
soon after the first. From Flora, near 
Cologne, it is reported that at 11:17 p. m. 
there were two main shocks, which lasted 
three and a half seconds, and were followed 
by a third. Anundulating movement of the 
ealth’s surface, which passed from south- 
west to northwest and shook the houses, 
was distinctJy perceptibie. ‘Similar pheaom- 
ena were remarked at Deutz, Gladbach, 
Selingen, Bruh!, Bonn, Obercassel, Horcum 
and He: besthal, from which it is written that 
at 11:12 p. m. there were several! shocks from 
east to west, lasting from six to eight sec- 
onds and causing considerable shaking:. But 
a little more violencein this undoubted earth- 
quake and what migbt not have become of 
thesky-reaching spire of the lately finished 
cathecral of Colugne?

“One queer telegram thatI remember,“ 
said the Western Union Telegraph Superin- 
tendent, was this: ‘John Henry arrived by 
Ia. m. train.

Weight eight pounds.’ Queer messages pass 
through our hands continually, but we do 
not often recollect their contents. A mes- 
sage may cause a smile at tbe time, but is 
sent and then forgotten. Operators do their 
work meehanically. The words are ticked off 
at their finger ends, and are forgotten at 
obe.“ 

„Po you ever get regular social letters for 
telegraphic transmission?“ 

“That has become a matter of frequent 
daily occurrence, and often they come to us 
in reguiar epistolary shape, beginning with 
‘Dear sir’ and ending with ‘Yours truly.’ Of 
course the telegrapb company is quite willing 
to adhere to epistolary forms, for they make 
sO many more words to charge for. Some 
time ago we bad a regular, downright love 
letter by telegraph. It was from some fellow 
traveling in the South—a drummer, [ guess, 
to his sweetbeart at home — ind it began with 
‘My Darling Lizzie,’ and went on to say that 
this would stow to ber how ferventiy and 
devotedly he loved her when he could no 
even wait for the mail to tell her how she was 
in his thoughts night and day, aud so on for 
scveral hundred words. That sort of thing 1s 
unusual, of course. If it was a regular way 
of lovers, we migut find ourselves called into 
court occasionaliy as witnessesin breach of 
promis cases, because the originals of the let- 
tis are in our custody.’? 

Pid you receive a summons in the Ull- 
man- Meyer case!“ 

No,“ said the superintendent, laughing. 
„But Hebrews, as a class, use the telegraph 
for social purposes more largely than any 
other people. It is a common thing fer us to 
send out telegraphic announcements of a be- 
trothal, and get a flood of congratulatory tel- 
egrafisinreply. Telegraphic birthday con- 
vratulations are also of frequent occurrence, 
and the Purim festival also brings outa crop 
of telegrams between friends and relatives. 
Sometimes a message will simply read, I 
drink your health.’ We get such even for 
cable trausmission. 

‘*The use of the telegraph for social pur- 
poses has become very large, however, among 
people generally,“ the telegraph man went on. 
„It constitutes about 20 per cent of our do- 
mestic business, andabout 7 per eent of our 
cable business. Most ot our half-rate night 
messages are of that character. How is Ida 
this morning!“ a man will ask his relative in 
some other city. Every day telegraphic que- 
ties of a similar nature go across the ocean. 
The telegraph brings people into one commu- 
nity, and, aside frum the expense, there is 
no more trouble in making such in- 
quiries than in sending around 
to a neighbor’s house to find how a sick friend 
is getting along. Sometimes a man visiting 
bere on business willsend a short letter to 
bis wife by telegraph every night. Want of 
form and ceremony is excusable in telegraph 
messages, and busy men to whom the ex- 
pepse is no consideration are getting more 
and more in the habit of preferring the tele - 
grapb to mails, even when there is no neces- 
sity in the worid for such expedition. Fellows 
who come to town on larks sometimes can’t 
wait till they get home to tell their comrades 
of the good times they are having, and 
their messages have a high flavor at times, 
but we rarely make any objections. Even 
profanity goes by wire sometimes. 


„Since the introduction of cipher codes the 
amount of business correspondence trans- 
ferred from the mails to the wires is very 
great. About sixty ver cent of our business 
telegrams are nowincipher, and by means 
of the codes in use a great deal can be con- 
dented into a little. Where a business man 
used to send by mail be will now write a 
cipher letter to go at half rates at nigbt. 
He can write at the close of one diy's busi- 
ness and the telegraph puts bis letter on his 
correspondent’s desk before business hours 
of the nextday. Iu fact, the transfer to the 
telegraph of matter that used to go by mail 
has been so great since the adoption of the 
balf- rate night s@stem six or seven years ago 
that the amount of business increases faster 
than facilities can be provided. Business 
telegams fluctuate in quantity from day to 
day, but taking the year by seasons, the 
amount of work remains pretty steady. But 
in summer, when people are traveling about 
for pleasure, the increase of social commuai- 
cations is tremendous. We have to increase 
our staff of operators along the coast water- 
ing places fully twenty per cent. Lots of 
little offi re opened that there is no de- 
mand for the winter months. People 
send — love, congratulations, regrets, 
jokes, condolences, appeals, and money by 
telegraph.”

Those who have 
returned thence after ten years’ absence are 
utterly amazed at the change since the death 
of the Prince Consort and the Queen's re- 
tirement. Anything may be done now with 
impunity, and almost anything may be talked 
about. Fora section of fashionable society 
in New York this bas an ineffable charm, and 
the more such fellow feeling takes such 
people offto London and keeps them there 
the better for this city. It has sometimes 
happened that a society has heen very vicious 

and yet very brilliant, but the modern fast 

nd fashionable set in London, as in New 

‘ork, is as brainiess as it is debauched. 
George IV. half redeemed his vices by seek- 
ing the society of Sheridan and Fox in his 
pleasures; but, unfortunately, in the case of 
the present Prince of Wales wits and orators 
are not the persons most in request at Mari- 
borough’ House and Sandringnam,and dull 
or merely “smart” beauties usualiy fi] the 
places of Georgiana, Duchess of Devonsnire, 
and Mrs, Crewe.

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pos MISTORIC CORNWALL. 


Something of the. Country and the 
Wild Cornishman. 


Correspondence New York Times. 
Cornwall is indeed a land of enchantment, 
whether looked at historically, artisticaliy,or 
poetically. The moment you cross the Tamar 
ou come at once into a new world—new at 
east in one sense, though older in another 
than any spot of England. Apart altogether 
from the tradition which makes the Cornish 
coast a favorite resort for certain keen Pho - 
nician speculators 2,500 years ago, bent upon 
**having a big thing in tin” in the markets of 
Tyre and Sidon, the western principality has 
a stack of less remote antiguities sufficient 
to set up an entire continent. King Arthur, 
if be existed anywhere butinthe imagina- 
tion of Sir Thomas Mallory and Mr. Tenny- 
son, must have planted his Round Table 
somewhere amid these sloping green hills and 
stern gray rocke, and bave fought his last 
dim battle in the West“ against the traitor 
Mordred upon the now submerged plateau of 
Invernessee, which then connected the Sciily 
Isles with the mainland. The same region 
gave birth to another contemporary hero 
much admired by Arthur, with whom we are 
a'leven more familiar, viz., Jack the Giant 
Killer, whose nationality was so: proudly 
b azored upon the belt presented to him by 
the Mayor and corporation of Penzance in 
grati!ude for bis removal of such a flagrant 
public nuisance as the cannibal giant of St, 
Michael’s Mount: 


This is the valiant Cornishman 
Who slew the giant Cormoran.’’ 


So late as the Norman conquest the whole 
country was split into little kingdoms of a few 
miles apiece, ruled by various brawny “‘shep- 
herds of the people,“ who were quite as igno- 
rant, brutal, drunken and bloodthirsty as it 
was the correct thing for all such shepherds 
to bo in those dass. Then was the golden 
age for such gentlemen as Alef Bristleveard, 
Iron-book the Unwashed, Grylis of Marazion 
and haifa score other pocket-sennackerifs 
who amused themselves with robbing and 
murderivg each other’s subjects whenever a 
chance offered, agreeing Only in strict diso- 
bedience to the so-called“ King of England’’ 
and business-like alacrity in torturing to 
death any unfortunate monk who had the 
impudence tocome and try to teach them 
better. Even in the milder days that followed 
Cornwall was still as distinct from the rest of 
England as the French province of Brittany, 
which it so strongly resemb ed, was from the 
rest of France. For centuries the country- 
men of Abraham Cann and Polkinghorn re- 
tained their own language and there may 
stin be living among the rocky hills 
that look westward over the Atlantic a few 
white-haired grandfathers whose memor 
goes back tothe daywhen the last Cornis 
sermon Was preached in the parish church of 
Landewedhack. The picturesque old heath- 
én observances and superstitions which the 
ancient Britons preserved even after their 
nominal convert ion to Christianity lingere d 
bere longer than in any other part of the 
United Kingdom except the Scottish High- 
lands. To this day the miners of Botallack 
and the farmers of Tru ro retain the hard, 
solid, granite- hewn cast of features character- 
istic of their medieval ancestors, and the 
short, square build so aptly described by the 
Scot who defined a Cornishmanto be‘‘a man 
as broad as he was narrow,“ And many a 
gallant deed incvery part of the world ha; 
shown that the modern Cornishman is nota 
whit less brave than those who charged up 
hill against the numbering Cromwelllans at 
Bod w in Down, forced Lord Essex to sur- 
render at Lostwithiel, and marched as far as 
Exeter to snatch Bishop Trelawney from the 
clutches of James II., singing the famous old 
war song which is still a household word with 
their descendants: 


‘*Ho, Cornwall to the rescue! 
Let every sword be drawn; 

King James detains in slavish chains 
Tielawney of Trelawne. 

And have they fixed the where and when? 
Ana shall Tielawney die? 

Here's twenty thousand Cornishmen 
Will know the reason why!’’ 


Preconceived notions are seldom just, and 
Cornwall is one of the countless places 
which are as much like the popular idea of 
them ag a wheelbarrow is like an act of Par- 
liame Every one knows the received con- 
ception of it—a wild, bare, rugged region, 
honey-combed by innumerabie mine-shafts 
into the likeness of a monster rabbit-warren, 
irt with tremendous cliffs, Which, however, 
far inland they may be, always contrived to 
be “ scourged by the lashing spray of the 
unresting ocean,“ and peopled with a 
race of squat, grim, goblin-like creatures, 
who spent their lives at fathomless distances 
under ground, only coming up once a year to 
see what o’clock it was. Those who 
hold this comfortable theory would 
be sorely surprised, even if the 
could not be converted, by a wal 
through the country around Falmouth ona 
fine September or October afternoon. The 
trim little white town, nestled into its shel- 
tering hollow amidclumps of noble trees, 
with the sea on one side and the long narrow 
inlet of its harbor on tbe other,is a charm- 
ing spectacle it itself. But even more spien- 
did isthe picture that meets you when you 
reach tbe summit of the heights above the 
town, and take in at one glance the whole 
sweep of tbat glorious bay, around the blue 
suplit waters of which for many a mile 
stretcbes an ever-Varying panomara of grassy 
uplands and frowning crags and sbadowy 
baskets of wooding, and smooth green hills 
mapped out by dark hedgerows and broad 
vellow sands and ridgy pebble beaches glit* 
‘ering with seething foam and tiny white 
hamlets, nestling under the lee of huge over- 
aanging cliffs and low brown reefs 
tasseled with glossy seaweed. High 
over al) upon its lonely bil'-top 
towers the dark-gray mass of Pendenni- 
Castle, erect and defiant as in the days when 
stowt old Sir John Arundol, with the snows 
of eighty-seven years upon his head, held it 
for six months against ali thatthe Cromwell- 
ians could do, and when at lengbt starved 
into a surrender, exulted in the thought that 
the ancestral banner was the last tbat had 
waved for the King io broad England.’’ Even 
then, however, the pi-ture is not complete 
till jou have marched out over hill and dale, 
hetween high mossy banks and tall hedges, 
bright with every wild Q»wer from the fairy- 
like boneysuckle to the deep rich giow of the 
‘ragged robbin,” to visit Pengerrick, the 
home of one of the best and most single- 
hearted women in Britain, There, havircg 
wandered tbrougb shady hollows and fresh 
green lawns, trim flower beds and rocky 
ferneries, around as neat any) quiet a little 
country heuse as any poet could wish to write 
ip, you will surely turn back for one more 
look, through a long vista of stately trees, to 
the point where, far down a shadowy va'ley, 
giimmers the broad theen of the distant

OLD IRONSID ES.“ 


Her Aged Frame Declared at Last 
nworthy to be Repair 
From the New York San. 


Lying at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, set aside 
as unfit for further use, is the frigate Consti- 
tution, Old Ironsides.’? Oo Sunday last she 
was towed from the Newport training ship 
fquadren, and orders were received by Ad- 
miral George H. Cooper, commandant of the 
navy yard, to put her out of commission, as 
she was upseaworthy and too worthless to be 
repaired. In a few days the Constitution will 
take her place among the old hulks in Walia- 
bout Creek, where, probably, she will be al- 
lowed to pas drop to pieces. Severai years 
ago the Navy Department concluded to break 
her up, but the republication at thejtime of 
the old poem of Olſver Wendell Holmes,“ Aye, 
tear he, tatteredfensign down,“ aroused a 
popular protes!, andshe was repaired and 
converted into a school ship. 

The Constitution was one ofthe largest of 
six frigates whose construction was orderea 
by Congress on March 27, 1794. She was 
launched in October, 1797. She was built in 
1 of the best live oak, and cost 9802, 
‘ . 
She began ber career in the Tripolitan war 
ip 1804, engaging against batteries mouatinog 
115 guns at Tripoli, and her broadsides as- 
sisted in recapturing 300 American saijors 
who bad been captured by the Tripolifans 
from on board ofthe frigate Philadelphia. 
In the war against Great Britainin 1812, she 
— her famous vie ory over the British 

tigate Guerriere on August 19. Oa Devem- 
ber 26 following the Constitution had an en- 
gagement withthe British frigate Java, and 
after a hot contest took her as prize. The 
following year on a cruise on the coast of 
Guiana and among the Windward Islands, 
she captured the British s!oop of war Picton, 
a letter of marque, and several merchant 
vessela. She barely 2 being captured 
by a Britieb fleet in 1814 by taking refuge in 
the harbor of Salem, Mass. On Feb- 
rusty 20, 1815, during another cruise, 
she captured, afier an action of forty minutes 
at night, the British frigate Cyane and the 
British sloop Levant. The latter was recap- 
tured by a British squadron off the barbor of 
Porto Praya, and Capt. Stewart, of the Con- 
stitution, fearingthatthe neutrality of the 
port would not be observed, ran away with 
his other prize. The Cyane arrived at New 
York in April, 1815, and the Constitution a 
month later. 

During the administration of President 
Jackson, While tne Constitution was moored 
in New York harbor, a curious incident oc- 
curred. A figurehead cf President Jackson 
had been put onthe prow, and, the circum- 
stance afousing the indignation of a lieutea- 
ant, be determined that Jackson should not 
go before the Constitution.“ He therefore 

eheaded the figure. The head was recover- 
ed and replaced by Commodore Elliott. I. 
remained on the prow until the vessel was 
repaired for centennial duty, when the effi gv 
was removed and placed on a pedestal on the 

rounds of the Aunapolis Nuva! Academy. 

‘he picture of Capt. I-aac Hull, who first. 
commanded the Constirutionin the war of 
1812, hangs in the Goverpor’s reo in the 
City Hall. The late Beechmau von Ll ffmin, 
of this city, was one of ber lien eu uns, and 
Ogden von Hoffman ,who cied\j.beu? tive years 
ago, was one of ber mid-hipmeu 1812.
